ST is cause for thanksgiving that 
in these times of severe re- 
trenchmentthe British and For- 
eign Bible Society, nf which the 
General i.s a Vice-President, has 
been enabled tO: distribute consider- 
ably over eight and a half million 
copies of the Scriptures during the 
pa.=t year. These were printed in 
550 kiuguages, or an addition of 100 
fresh languages in nine years, At 
the Socicty'.s llSth annual Meeting, 
held in the Queen's Hall, London, 
on Wednesday, with the Rt. Hon. 
Sir Gilbert Pa'rkcr, Bt., in the chair, 
the speakers included the Rev. S. 
Nowcll-liostron, tlie Rev. Dr. J. H. 
Ritson. the Archbishop of Wales, 
the Rev. Dr. Fitchett, and llrs. Gen- 
eral Booth — the first woman to 
.^jjcuk in one of the Society's annual 
gatherings. 

Continueci Good Work 

In expressing her sense of the 
honor of being reqne.i:ted to speak 
at this gathering, ifrs. Booth threw 
out the .suggestion that .=he thought 
it might have been helpful if the 
names of one or two women had 
been added to ihe committee! .\s a 
representative of The Salvation 
Army, she rejoiced to hear of the 
continued good work carried on by 
the Bible Societv, and she proceed- 
ed:— 

"I think the Army is peculiarly fit- 
ted to add to the testimonies already 
given to the value of ihe Bible. Our 
F!.^g flies in over seventy different 
countries and colonics, and we num- 
ber among our Soldiers some eighty 
different nationalities. Notwith- 
standing- this, what iields to conquer 
lie ahead of lis, for, not counting the 
dialects, we are only using forty- 
six different languages. 

First in the Field 

"It is nothing less than astonish- 
ing to notice how. the teaching of 
the Bible fits in with the practical 
necessities of the most depraved, ig- 
norant, depressed, and barbarous 
peoples just as well as it does with 
the needs of those who are more 
civilized and refined. We find this to 
be so whether we are dealing with 
the populations of the great cities of 
Europe or with the backward and 
neglected races sudi as the Pondus 
of South Africa and the Doms of 
India. .A.S lo the really savage people 
of the Celebes, our Officers have had 
the privilege of being ihe first to 
take the Bible to them. Yon sec 
among those peoples how the truths 
set forth in God's Word are the 
counterpart and complement of the 
needs of their life—'how it has come 
as a sanctuary and a refugc^that 
for which their hearts has been cry- 
ing. How beautiful to read to them : 

'Bles.sed are the poor in spirit: for 
theirs is the. Kingdom of Heaven; 
Blessed are they which do hunger 
and thirst after righteousness: for 
they shall be filled; Blessed are they 
that mourn : for they shall be com- 
forted!' 

"One of the Missionary Ollicers 
told lis of a poor Zulu woman he 
found weeping and wailing because 
of the death of her two children. 
She knew nothing of Christ, bur he 
look out his Testament and read to 
her in her own language those won- 
derful words; 'Let not your heart be 
trotihled: \e believe in God, believe 
also in Me. In my Father's house 
are many mansions . , . I go to pre- 
pare n place foi- you.' She iva-, com 
forted and said, 'Perhaps my chil- 
dren are there; can I go too?' In 



this way her heart was opened, and 
shortly afterwards she found the 
Salvation that the Book proclaimed. 

'Tn its work The Salvation Army 
is proving more and more what has 
been s.aid in other forms from this 
platform to-day — that there is a liv- 
ing spirit that' proceeds from the 
Word of God. We understand daily 
what was meant by the warning 
'The letter killeth, biit the spirit glv- 
eth life.' The letter killeth, that is, if 
we stop at the vehicle by which the 
spirit Is conveyed; but we sec how 
that tile spirit bringeth life. 

"I think it was the late Dr. Dale 
of Birmingham who in one of his 
books referred to a Salvation Army 
convert — a man of degraded, drunk- 
en habits Init who was changed by 
the power of God. This man suffer- 
ed great persecution among his 
mates, many of vrhom were younger 
and more educated men. They 
would torture him wilh questions 
about the Bible. 'Do you know 
where your Saviour was horn?. 
What was the name of His father? 
Do you know the name of the place 
where Tie died?" — and SO forth. The 
poor fellow's reply was: 'I do not 
know any of these things yet; but 
I do know that He has forgiven my 
sin' — and he added — 'and that He 
helps me to keep my hands off you 
now!' 

A Powerful Weapon 

"The most ignorant, the most 
utterly pagan, are emancipated by 
the Spirit of Life of which this Book 
is the communicating vehicle. It has 
been truly .said that truth without 
zeal will never win the victory; 
and the mere proclamation of the 
dead letter can never accoinpH.sh 
what we claim for the Bible. The 
W"ord of God is a weapon, and a 
powerful weapon, but it must be in 
the hands of the soldier.? of Jesus 
Christ. The Spirit of Life in" thi.= 
Word is an inextinguishable, vital 
force. It has been said alread}-, bu: 
I must .say it again — it is the inspir- 
ation of all moral progress. 

"We lament the readiness with 
which learned communities and 
scholars amongst the Western na- 
tions relinquish their hold of the 
truths which the Bible proclaims. I 
do not know whether this is the right 
place to make that observation 
but having regard to the practical 
benefits and results that flow from 
this Book. I think it behooves all 
who care for the well-heing of the 
world to show great caution when 
asked either to amend its history 
or to alter it.q principles. Lastly, we 
SI The Salvation .^rmy bear testi- 
mony that it is the revelation of a 
Person, of a living Saviour. It has 
all the advantages of a picture, a 
photograph. 

The Bible and the Pictures 

"Salvationists do not frequent the 
cinemas ; but I suppose the main in- 
fluence of "the pictures" lies in this. 
that when the rci)rc<;entation has 
passed aw.ty there is left behind the 
consciousness of there having been 
a living thing from which the pic- 
ture was made. Doe* not that con- 
stitute the danger of bringing our 
young people into association with 
burglars and murderers and so miieh 
of those undesirable things which 
the living picture gives? I( is not the 
skilful setting of the stage — that is 
only very secondary; hut what is 
most importiiiit is the personality of 
tile actor. 'Vnd po with the Bible.

States of America, It is the home 
of the world's largest river, the 
mighty Amazon, 4,000 miles long, 
down which ocean steamers can 
travel 3,000 miles — an inland journey 
roughly equal to the distance be- 
tween Ireland and Newfoundland. 
The population of Brazil equals that 
of all the ten other republics of the 
South American sub-continent put 
together.' 

Lying within the tropics vast 
tracts in the interior of Brazil re- 
main unexplored. Here stands the 
largest and densest forest in the 
world, it.s 960,000 square miles being 
inpenetrable except along the rivers 
and tributaries of the Amazon. 

The majority of the population 
live on the coast and on the banks 
of the great rivers, and most of them 
are of negro descent, though there 
are also maHy of Indian as well as 
Portuguese blood, and a predomi- 
nant Mestizo strain is to be found 
in the principal cities of the centre 
-and south of Brazil. In the seaports 
the population h chiefly of Euro- 
pean descent — Spaniards, Italians 
and mid Europeans. The language 
used is Portuguese. 

For several years at vuiious times 
Army Officers have been prospect- 
ing with a view to commencing 
work there. Colonel Ilanimoud, 
when in the country in 1910, found 
the gfoveriiiiig bodies and people of 



Caseros, the Sergeant-Major, Envoy 
Brandao, is a native-born Brazilian, 
a faithful warrior, who was one of 
the South American representatives 
at the International Congress in 
1904. 

The first Officers lo aecompany 
Lieut.-Colonel Miche, whom the 
General has appointed to pioneer the 
work in the new Territory, arc Ad- 
jutant and ?\Ir5. Sjodin. Tbc Adju- 
tant is a Swede and hij wife is from 
the Argentine, while Ensign' Nas- 
cimicnto is a Brazilian. The .Xrniy 
Flag is to be planted first in the 
Southern Zone, Wihich contains the 
bulk of the population. In all prob- 
ability the starting point ivill l)e the 
Federal capital, Rio de Janeiro. In- 
vitations to eonimenee Army oper- 
ations ■ have been received from 
other important towns, among them 
San Paulo and Santos. 

The pioneering party will not be 
without some equipment. The fam- 
iliar .^rmy 'S', the most conspicu- 
ou.s badge of The Salvation Army, 
has been already struck and uniform 
hat-hands are prepared. The Oflicers 
will also take with thcin the ,'\rticles 
of War printed in Portngucsc. There 
is in the press at the present time a 
well prepared Sung Book printed in 
Portuguese. The work of translating 
the hook has been undertaken by a 
Doctor of Jfcdiciiie and a sehool- 
maslcr. both Brazilians, who. de-

HE outstanding feature of the 
London Anniversary Cam- 
paign, following the Sun- 
day's Meetings reported in the 
previous issue of the "War 
Cry", was without doul)t the Empire 
Day celebrations in which Commis- 
sioner aud Mrs. Sowton took part.

Commissioner Hay's Health 

We deeply regret to announce, 
(says the British "War Cry") that 
although the treatment which Com- 
missioner Hay has been undergo- 
ing has already produced some bene- 
ficial results, his health continues 
to be a matter of concern to himself 
and Mrs. Hay as well as to his 
Leaders, 

A Change Necessary 

It is evident, from the facts be- 
fore the General, that the increasing., 
work and consequent demands of 
the British Field involve a heavier 
strain upon the Commissioner than 
he can at present meet, and he has 
earnestly requested the General to 
arrange, if possible, an appointment 
of a less exacting character. To his 
request, having regard to the needs 
of the work as well as the Commis- 
sioner's future, in spite of the great 
disappointment which the taking 
of such a course involves, the Gen- 
eral has, with great reluctance, felt 
it necessary to agree. 

There is no doubt that the de- 
mands which the Australian Terri- 
tories, of which the Commissioner 
had a lengthy and very successful 
term of command, made upon him 
were both heavy and exacting, and 
the consequent physical strain— es- 
pecially during the years of the war 
— proved very trying. It will, be re- 
membered that immediately follow-, 
ing the General's visit to Australia a 
couple of weeks ago it was found nee-,- 
essary for the Commissioner to take- 
a sea voyage, and' that this was for 
the time of considerable benefit. As, 
however, apart from his present. ail-. 
ment. The Commissioner's general 
constitution is believed to be sound, 
it is expected that after a brief per- 
iod of rest he will be able to under- 
take a Territorial apjiointment not , 
likely to prove so strenuous a tax 
upon him as the British Isle,';, and" 
that in average conditions his health 
will be sustained. 

Cause of Deep Regret 

To the Commissioner himself the 
breakdown in the plans which the 
General had made is a cause of deep 
regret. For him. as for Mrs. Hay 
we are sure our readers will con- . 
tinue to pray. 

In the meantime the Commission- 
er expresses himself as being highly - 
gratified with the heartiness of the 
reception accorded him all over the 
Command since his arrival in Eng- 
land nearly six months ago. 

As to the immediate future of the 
British Command, we shall have an 
important announcement to make 
ncx't week. The work proceeds as 
usual at National Headquarters; 
where Colonel Rich, as Chief Sec- 
retary, and Colonel Langdon, as 
Field Secretary, will continue to dis- 
charge the great responsibilities 
which have so lately been entrusted 
to them.

KEEP INSECTS DOWN 

Agiiculture Absolutely Depends on 
Protection Given by Birds 

The statement made recently by 
tiie Doiiihiion Entomologist that the 
annual less to Canada in field, orch- 
ard and garden crops, due to de- 
structive insects, is more than $200,- 
000000, emphasizes the importance 
of the relationship of birds to agri- 
ciiliitre. Were it not for the coii- 
sumption of insects by birds, thc in- 
jur} and loss to domestic animals 
and erops would be disastrous. In 
addition to insectivorous birds, or 
birds that subsist largely or wholly 
upon insects, there are species which 
consume weed seeds or eat habit- 
ually fcld mice and other rodents 
which take their toll from man's food 
supply. 

Our forests are always beiiitf at- 
tacked by insects which, itncbi'eked, 
would soon destroy them. Iiisect- 
eitinj birds play a very importani 
part in keeping such foes in check- 
The fact that birds are very mol)ile 
forms of life enables them to congre- 
gate readily where their food most 
abo"t!ds. Thus, in the case of ai> 
insect outbreak, they perform excep- 
tional .service to man. 

Under the Migratory Birds Con- 
^cI!tlon Act, entered into between 
Great Britain and the United .States 
in 1916, protection is alTorded to 
birds whicli iiabittially migrate twice 
a \ear .across the border between 
Ciiwda ;;nf' the United States. This 
act is administered, so far as Can- 
ada is concerned, by the Canadian 
National Parks Branch of the De- 
partment of Interior al Ottawa. As 
a result of its operation and of other 
legislation thc protected species of 
birds have increased in nunibers 
and the maintenance of a picntifnl 
supply of useful Canadian birds 
seems assured. 

CANADA'S MEDICINAL TREES

HE three allied substaiict;s 
known as "vilaniins," abso- 
iiilely essential to life, are as 
nn.stable as life itself. They arc so 
easily "killed" tli:it it is difficult to 
preserve (belli in any form. Thc 
"HnlisU Mcilicn! Jonrmt)" bids us be- 
ware of prejiaraliims "made finiii snb- 
.Maiices rieb in vitamins." Tile vita- 
mins may have been there at the 
start, bill that by no means proves 
thai the product still eoniains them. 
Easily procured fresh foods have 
tUeiii ill far greater measure tliaii any 
maimf.-icdircd product. The problem 
of the prevention of scurvy on sbi])- 
board, familiar to sailors for more 
than a century, is now seen to be 
merely that of the preservation of the 
anti-srciriiiilic siibstaiice, "Vitamin 
C." Hiiltcr is a valuiible seoiiree of 
"Vitamin A", yet coil-liver oil is 
about 240 times richer in it, so that 
the "fatteiiiii'; power" of ibis old fam- 
ily standby seems to be tin: icast of 
its virtues, Tlie uncooked food f;id, 
also, is not entirely a fad, for cooking 
destroys part of the vilatnins, and 
excessivi! cooking may ahsolntely 
eliiiiin.'ste ibeiii. Says llie paper 
najiied above, in a comprehensive 
editorial article: 

"An abundant supply of vit;tniins 
exists ill all Iresli vegetable foods, and 
consiilswalile (]UaiitilieH occur in milk 
and in meal from animals fed on fresh 
foods. -V normal adult living on an 
ordinary diet i.s, tlicreforc, certain of 
obtaining a i>loiitiful supply. Uiifor- 
liiiiatcly, these iiulis[)ei:sablc food 
constituents are very rea<lily destroy- 
ed. All three vitamins arc rapidly 
destroyed by healing in the presence 
of air or oxygen. The destruction of 
vilaniins depends largely upon llie 
length <if time for which they are 
healed in llie preseiiee nf air. I less, 
for instance, showed that little de- 
struction of vitamin C occurred 



when lomalocs were heated lo 100 
degree;; C. for fifteen minutes, but 
that fonr-fifths of the vitamin was 
destroyed when the tomatoes were 
heated to 100 degrees C. for an liour. 
Similarly, it has been shown that a 
greater destruction of the vitamin C 
present in fresli milk occurs when it 
is healed to 60 degrees C. for half an 
hour when it is boiled for a minute. 
The reaction of the fluid containing 
the vitamin is also of importance, for 
vitamins are much more readily de- 
stroyed in an alkaline than in an acid 
tlnid. 

"A fair proportion of all three vit- 
.aniins in fresh vegetables apjiears to 
survive ordinary cookin<^, but pro- 
longed boiling, such as occurs in mak- 
ing stews, destroys nearly (he whole 
of the vitamin C, and jirobably most 
of vitamin A and B. The vitamins 
in milk are unfortunately very uiisla- 
lile; ordinary pasteurization destroys 
practically the whole of vitamin C, 
and a considerable amount of vitamin 
A. 

■'"The extraordinary dilTiciilty of 
retainins^ vitamin in jjreserved foods 
IS in a large measure due to the fact 
that vitamins slowly oxidize on keep- 
ing. Vitamin A is the easiest lo pre- 
serve, for it ajijiears to be fairly 
-Stable when dissolved in oil, and it 
can be kept in eod-liver oil for nionlhs 
and ])robab!y for years: it also sur- 
vives for many monllis in tinned 
iiieal. Vitamin W can be preserved 
in the dry state, and wdiolesome flonr 
and unpolished rice relain their con- 
tent of this vitamin for long period.';. 
The preservation of vitamin C, the 
antiscorbutic vitamin, is by far the 
most difficult problem. This is well 
known: efforts have been made for 
the last hundred and fifty years to 
find some satisfactory way of obtain- 
ing a concentrated, portable, and 
stable preparation of the antiscorbutic 
element In fresh fruits or vegetables."

Eggs and Fish are Harmfiil to 
Some People 

"One man's meat is another min s 
pokson," runs the saying, and th re 
is a lot of truth in it. 

In his hook, "Food Poisoning iliel 
Food Infection," Dr. William fi 
.Savage records the ease of a bo\ 
who was unaRlc to cat eggs in in> 
shape or form, no matter hov di 
gniscd. 

When fourteen month,s old he ,1, 
given a spoonful of boiled egg. After 
only a taste of it he screamed viol- 
ently and clawed at his mouth, 
which immediately became swollen. 
Red weals ajipcared aljout the Ups 

Even playing with cgg-shflls 
brought out similar weals on his 
arms and h:nids. This went on until 
bis mother realized the cause of thn 
trouble, and ordered all eggs to be 
banished from the household. 

Some time- later, however, the 
child accidentally swallowed a sm ill 
portion of the white of an egg The 
boy suffered more severely than hn 
had done before, and became h lif 
unconscious for tiiree hours. 

Such mysterious "illnesses," knn n 
to medical men as "food idin^ ■> 
crasy,'' are far more common la j 
is generally realised, and the; < 1 i 
be handed down from parent p 
child. In one case four generati ns 
of the same family were unabU to 
eat potatoes without becoming -.Lt- 
iously ill.

Colonel Dean's Prayer Answered 

•Colonel Dean, who was recently 
' promoted to Glory, was from tlie 
first day of his Army career a firm 
believer in the power of prayer, and 
he impressed tipon all wlio professed 
to follow God the importance of 
placing all their plans before Him 
and letting Ilim guide and direct.

HER PRAYER IN THE RAIN 



Memories of the Army's early 
day battles in the United States are 
recalled by the passing away of the 

■ veteran Scrgeant-Major Pertain, of 
Brooldvn. who was the second con- 
vert o"f The Salvation Army in 
America. In 1880, when the news- 
papers were full of the arrival of 
Commissioner Railton and seven 
women Salvationists to commence 
the Army's work, an old lady asked 
Pertain to take her to one of the 
Meetings. She was very deaf and 
had to sit right at the front, where 
Pertain became a splendid target for 

-the Salvation .shot. Tic gotouf'some- 
how, only to attend again the fol- 
lowing night and surrender to 
God. A few days previously, " Ash- 
barrel Jimmy," America's first con- 
vert, who passed away some years 
ago, had been rescued in a battered 
and bleeding condition from the 
clutches of a policeman, and bad 
found Salvation. 



"Can God do anjithing for me?" 
asked a woman who had jitst bought 
a 'War Cry.' "God can save you here 
and now," was the emphatic reply of 
the Comrade from whom the paper 
had been purchased. 

Taking the Salvationist's arm, the 
woman unfolded a talc of sorrow 
and wrongdoing, and concluded b.v 
asking, "Will you pray for me?" 
Kneeling on the pavement in the 
pouring rain the 'War Cry' seller 
pointcci the poor sin-stricken soul to 
the Saviour. 

'Refusing to give either name or 
address, the woman went on her 
way, and the incident was almost 
forgotten by the Salvationist. One 
night, six month,'! later, a young wo- 
man approached her and said, "It 
was you, I believe, who prayed with 
me one wet night, I have been in 
hospital for many weelrs as a result 
of my sin, and I have been unable 
until now to trace yon.
